. AES changes in the staff of the Communist weekly, la Voz de Mexico, 

, were Froucht about by Blas Roca, Secretary Ceneral of the 
Fartido Socialista Topular of Cuba, curing the latter part of September 
while he was ona visit in “exieo Citv. In spite of the fact that "las Poca 
emohasized the imrortance of la Yoz de “exico to the tart, little has been 
accomplisher toward raisin: funds to guarantees its publication. A study of 
the receirts and disbursements from 25 September to 14 Ictober roflects that 
the naper, at the end of this period, had less than £1.00 (U.5.) left with 
which to overate. Although La Voz de exico has appeared on schecule for the 
past five weeks, there is no doubt that the funcs for each issue are raised 
during the days immediately preceding its vublication. 


2. This situation exists even though the paper has received some financial aid 
from Communist-—dominated unions and from the treasury of the tarty itself. 
In order to raise funds, loyal Varty members are given as many as twenty covies 
of the paner, paid for in advance by the member, to sell or give away as best 
they can. Some money is raisec at social functions promoted by the Party, 
at which admission is chargec. On 7 November, such a party was organized by 
“dith Landis, an American and Comrunist iarty member, and Mirlam “isky de 
Vanrique, wife of Elas tanriaue, in the home of Diego Rivera. The dual pur- 
nose of the arty was to celebrate the thirty-first anniversary of the Jctobher 
Revolution and to raise funds for la Voz de ~exico. An admission fee of 
three vesos was charged and drin)s were so'd. Approximately 900 pesos profit 
was turnec over to La ‘oz ce Veriscoe
